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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Nawa does not disclose 
hydrolysable organic metal compound in the organic phase contacting a second metal element present as an ion in the aqueous phase. 
However, Nawa does teach that "an aqueous solution including zirconium and cerium salts is mixed with an organic solution of an alkoxide 
of titanium to obtain a mixed solution" at column 6, lines 40-44 as stated in the rejection. While silent as to what salts of the zirconium and 
cerium are used, salts such as chlorides and nitrates are well-known in the art and are used in other embodiments of Nawa (column 
13&15). Chlorides are used as salts of the metal elements in the aqueous phase. The aqueous solution of the prior art and the claimed 
invention appear to be substantially similar such that properties of the aqueous solution of the claimed invention would be substantially 
similar to that of the prior art. Applicant additionally aruges that Nawa does not disclose that an organic compound should be provided in 
the organic phase a a second metal element should be provided as an ion in the aqueous phase. However, applicant is referred to the 
quotation above: Nawa specifically teaches a zirconium and cerium salt in an aqueous solution and a titanium alkoxide in an organic 
solution. Neither Sherif nor Uenishi is relied upon for the limitations discussed above.
